•  Summary  of  recent  information 

The  1935  wheat  crop,  as  represented  "by  estimates  for  41  Northern 
Hemisphere  countries,  was  revised  upward  during  the  past  week  to 
3,060,181,000  bushels.     This  compared  with  2,949,542,000  "bushels  produced 
by  the  same  countries  in  1934,  when  they  accounted  for  about  85  percent 
of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive  of  China  and  Russian    The  Ootober 
estimate  for  the  crop  in  the  United  States  was  4,320,000  bushels  higher 
than  the  September  figure,  and  the  latest  report  for  Italy  indicated  an 
increase  of  2,871,000  bushels  over  the  first  official  estimate.     The  crop 
has  been  quite  satisfactory  in  northern  and  central  Italy,  but  in  southern 
areas  the  harvest  has  not  turned  out  so  well,  and  it  may  be  that  the 
present  estimate  is  too  optimistic.    Winter  seeding  is  progressing  satis- 
factorily in  Europe,  although  dry  weather  has  delayed  operations  in  some 
sections.    Rye  production  in  30  countries  is  still  placed  at  960,978,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  927,509,000  bushels  harvested  in  1934.

The  Shanghai  wheat  and  flour  markets  remained  firm  during  the  week 
ended  October  11,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the 
Eoreign  Agricultural  Service.  ,  The  mills  were  showing  more  interest  in 
foreign  wheat  as  it  was  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  each  week  to  ob- 
tain domestic  wheat.     The  demand  for  flour  was  not  sufficiently  strong,  hovr- 
ever,  to  raise  domestic,  flour  prices  to  a  level  'comparable  with  wo  rid  wheat. 
Although  Shanghai  'mills  were  operating  at  about  80-percent  capacity,  it  was 
thoughtthat  this  rate  could  be  maintained  for  &;few  weeks  only,  because  of 
the  shortable  in  wheat  supplies.    Flour  stocks  were  unchanged  at  "about 
lr200,000  bags.     Prices  of  wheat,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  duty  included  for  October-

The  c or n    production  in  9  countries  reported  is  2,715,323,000 
bushels,  or  more  than  37  percent  above  that  of -.last -year  when  th.se  coun- 
tries represented  over  56  percent  of  the  estimated  world  production,  ex- 
clusive <of  Russia.     The  . crop  in  the  United  States  is  2,213,319,000  bushels 
compared'  with  1,377,126,000  bushels  harvested  1-st  year,  whereas  it  is 
smaller  in  Europe ' and  the  North  African  countries.     The  condition  of  the 
corn  crop  in  the  United  States  is  reported  at  70.8  percent  as  compared 
with  41.5  percent  on  October  1,  1934,  and  the  10-year  average  October  1 
condition  of  12.6  percent.     The  frost  of  th*  first  week  in  October  caught 
r  considerable  number  of  late  planted  fields  in  southern  Illinois,,  southern 
Iowa',  •  and  Missouri,  and.  als-  scattered  late  fields  in  a  large  area-  st  re  tcnii 
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from  the  Southern  Appalachians,  the  Ohio  Valley  and  northeastern  Kansas, 
northward.    This  may  increase  the  percentage  of  soft  corn  and  may  re- 
duce the  final  outturn  in  those  state s.     Stocks  of  old-crop  corn  on 
farms  October  1  wove  estimated  at  60,969,000  busnels,  or  5.5  percent  of 
the  1934  production  of  corn  for  grain.     On  the  corresponding  date  last 
year,  266,740,000  bushels,  or  13.1  percent  of  the  *rop,  were  on  hand. 

The  total  oats  production  in  the  26  countries  so  far  reported 
amounts  to  3,039,780,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  33  percent  over 
tne  1934  outturn  in  the  same  countries,  when  they  rep:,'   .anted  nearly  86 
percent'  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive  of  Ras'sia  and  China. 
The  October  1  estimate  of  the  1935  oats  crop  in  the  United  States  is 
1,183,870,000  bushels  compared  with  525,889,000  bushels  in  1934.  The 
estimate  dropped  to  43,095,000  bushels  from  an  earlier  estimate  of 
43,485,000  bushels  for  the  crop  in  Scotland. 

The  October  1  estimate  of  the  1935  barley  crop  in  the  United 
States  is  290,297,000  bushels  compared  with  118,348,000  bushels  in  1934. 
The  total  barley  production  in  the  31  countries  reported  amounts  to 
1,551,464,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  34  percent  over  the  1934  harvest, 
when  they  produced  79  percent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive  of 
Russia  and  China. 

RICE 

Japanese i rice  crop  increased 

The  first  Japanese  rice  crop  estimate  for  1935,  officially  re- 
leased by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 'amounts  to  9,513,257  short  tons 
of  cleaned  rice  against  last  year's  crop  of  8,139,298  short  tons,  accord- 
ing to  information  received  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner,  P.  J. 
Rocsiter  (quoting  Consul  Chapman  at  Tokyo).     The  average  yearly  crop 
druing  the  period  1929  to  1934  was  9,589,754  short  tons.     Due  to  storms, 
the  second  crop  estimate  may  be  reduced  by  some  88,592  short  tons.  The 
1935  acreage  is  estimated  at  7,854,494  acres,  which  is  a  one  percent  in- 
crease over  that  of  last  year. 

The  estimated  rice  supply  of  Japan  during  the  1935-36  crop  year  be- 
ginning November  1,  in  addition  to  the  crop,   is  as  follows:  carryover, 
1,570,778  shrot  tons;  imports  from  Korea  and  Formosa,  1,413,700  and  785,389 
short  tons,  respectively — a  total  of  13,283,000  short  tons.    Demand  for 
home  consumption  is  estimated  at  11,341,114  short  tons,  exports  at  94,247 
short  tons,  and  the  carryover  on  October  31,  1936, will  amount  to  1,847,234 
short  tons. 
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COTTON 

Chine  so  cotton  mill  activity  still  low 

Latest  information  available  indicates  that  China' s  1935  cotton 
crop  will  he  fully  15  percent  helow  last  year's  harvest,  while  production 
of  long  staple  types  of  Lingpao  and  Shantung  American  is  only  ahout  50 
percent  of  last  year's  crop,  according  to  inf ormation  received  from  Acting 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Fred  J.  Rcssiter. 

In  most  parts  of  the  country  weather  conditions  wer^  favorahle  for 
cotton  picking,  hut  in  some  sections  the  yields  are  disappointing.  It  is 
reported  that  the  quality  of  cotton  in  the  lower  Yangtze  valley  is  better 
than  during  the  past  two  seasons.  Early  arrivals  of  new  crop  at  Shanghai 
are  larger  than  those  of  last  year. 

The  Shanghai  mill  activity  has  increased  in  comparison  with  last 
month,  hut  is  still  "below  that  of  October  1934.     Chinese  mills  are  now 
operating  at  65  percent  capacity,  while  the  Japanese  mills  are  operating 
at  near  capacity.     Japanese  mills  have  been  active  buyers  of  raw  cotton. 
Some  Chinese  mills  in  the  interior  have  reopened.     During  the  past  month, 
Chinese  cotton  and  yarn  prices  have  advanced  about  5  percent.     The  im- 
proved yarn  market  conditions  are  due  largely  to  speculative  buying,  and 
only  to  a  small  extent  due  to  some  increased  buying  from  south  China..  On 
October  15  yarn  stocks  at  Shanghai  were  low  in  comparison  with  the  stocks 
available  on  a  similar  date  in  1934. 

Shanghai  mill  and  wharf  stocks  of  American  and  Indian  cotton  con- 
tinue to  decline,  with  American  lower  than  at  any  time  during  the  past 
five  years.     It  is  expected  that  the  stocks  of  both  American  and  Indian 
cotton  at  Shanghai  will  show  a  still  further  decline.     The  purchase  of 
15,000  bales  of  American  cotton  for  October  and  November  delivery  was  the 
most  important  recent  deal.    No  purchases  of  Indian  cotton  took  place,  due 
to  its  high  price  in  comparison  with  that  of  Chinese,  and  mills,  therefore, 
expect  to  use  Chinese  in  place  of  Indian.     Stocks  of  raw  cotton  in 
Shanghai  public  warehouses  on  September  30  consisted  of  25,000  bales  (of 
500  pounds)  American,  4,000  Indian,  71,000  Chinese,  2,000  Egyptian,  a 
total  of  102,000  bales. 

Consumption  of  EMIT  foreign  cotton  during  the  first  three  to  five 
months  of  this  crop  year  beginning  October  1  is  expected  to  be  at  a  very 
low  level.     On  the  other  hand,   due  to  the  shortage  of  Chinese  long  staple, 
consumption    of  American  and  possibly  Indian  will  be  materially  increased 
druing  the  last  half  of  the  crop  year. 
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The  Chinese  raw  cotton  imports  during  August  amounted  to  7,612 
hales  American;  4,659  Indian;  289  hales  Egyptian;  and  from  all  other  cotton- 
producing  countries  228,  or  a  total  of  12,783  hales.    Preliminary  Shanghai 
raw  cotton  arrivals  for  September  consisted  of  688  bales  American,  1,520 
Indian,  24,578  Chinese,  and  513  bales  Egyptian,  a  total  of  45,299  bales. 
September  deliveries  to  Shanghai  mills  amounted  to  82,000  bales  or  10,000 
bales  more  than  in  August.    Of  this  total,  10,000  bales  were  American, 
2,000  Indian,  1,000  Egyptian,  and  69,000  Chinese. 

The  October  14  yarn  price  quotation  for  December  delivery  was 
15.35  cents  per  pound.    On  the  same  date  domestic  cotton  was  quoted  at 
11.16  cents  per  pound;  American  Middling  7/8t  s  for  immediate  shipment  at 
15.12  cents,  and  that  of  Indian  Akola  at  12.61  cents  per  pound. 

The  Shanghai  piece-goods  market  remained  dull  throughout  September. 
China's  piece-goods  import  and  export  trade  in  August  amounted  to  $376,000 
and  $112,000  respectively.    The  August  1934  respective  figures  were 
$7Q0,OO0  and  $290,000. 

Japanese  consumption  of  raw  cotton  highest  on  record 

During  the  September  1934- August  1935  cotton  crop  year,  Japan  im- 
ported 3,303,000  bales  (of  500  pounds) -as  against  the  record  import  figure 
of  3,609,000  hales  during  the  1933-34  crop  year.    Despite  this  decline, 
raw  cotton  consumption  in  1934-35  was  the  largest  on  record,  amounting  to 
3,444,000  hales  as  against  3,052,000  bales  in  1933-34.     In  1934-35  the  im- 
ports of  American  cotton  declined  by  359,000  bales,  while  imports  from 
India  increased  by  110,000  bales  in  comparison  with  those  of  1933-34.  The 
respective  position  of  the  cotton  exporting  countries  in  the  Japanese 
cotton  imports  is  illustrated  by  the  following  figures  in  bales  of  500 
pounds.

Wharf  stocks  of  raw  cotton  as  of  September  1,  1935,  comprise  387,000 
bales  in  comparison  with  754,000  bales  on  a  similar  date  in  1934.  American 
stocks  consist  of  110,000  bales  and  Indian  of  242,000  as  against  314,000 
and  387,000  bales,  respectively,  on  September  1,  1934. 
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The  1934-35  yam  production  reached  3,630,000  bales  (of  400  pounds 
in  comparison  with  3,322,000  bales  in  1933-34.    Piece  goods  exports  were 
the  largest  on  record,  amounting  to  2,792,000,000  square  yards  compared 
with .2,354,000,000  square  yards  in  1933-34.    Available  stocks  of  piece 
goods  in  public  and  private  warehouses  are  considered  the  largest  in  the 
past  four  years.    During  the  1935-36  crop  year  Japan's  raw  cotton  consump- 
tion is  expected  to  be  maintained  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  the  past 
year.     Imports  for  the  current  crop  year  are  expected  to  equal,  and  if 
prices  are  favorable,  may  exceed  imports  for  1934- £5 «    American  imports 
are  expected  to  be  slightly  larger  than  those  of  the  past  year,  due  to  the 
demand  for  high  count  yarn,  and  in  order  to  replenish  or  maintain  stocks. 
The  Japanese  traders  appear  to  be  intent  on  buying  raw  cotton  from  less 
important  cotton-producing  countries  only  on  the  condition  that  the 
latter  will  take  in  return  Japanese  piece  goods. 

Future  exports  of  Japanese  piece  goods  remain  somewhat  uncertain. 
Japanese  traders  expect  to  export  an  average  of  220,000,000  square  yards 
per  month  during  the  present  crop  year.    Domestic  demand  for  piece  goods 
may  slightly  exceed  demand  of  past  years.     Installation  of  new  spindles 
continues,  but  an  increase  in  curtailment  rate  is  expected  to  be  put  into 
effect  November  1,  holding  production  to  an  average  monthly  rate  of 
305,000  bales.    Present  plans  indicate  that  the  total  number  of  spindles 
in  Japan  by  the  end  of  1937  will  amount  to  12,000,000  as  against  the 
10,000,000  at  the  present  time. 

The  raw  cotton  consumption  in  Japan  during  the  next  few  years  is 
expected  to  be'  maintained  at  the  present  high  level  if  pieoe-goods  ex- 
ports can  be  continued  at  the  present  rate.     The  September  yarn  .production 
of  19-count  and  below  amounted  to  84,033  bales,  of  20  to  22-count,  78,159 
bales,  of  23  to  44-count,  117,239  bales,  and  the  production  of  yarn  of 
45-count  and  above,  9,842  bales,  a  total  of  289,273  bales  of  yarn. 

Egyptian  cotton  ginning  season  begins 

During  September,  the  first  month  of  the  Egyptian  cotton  ginning 
season,  total  ginnings,  including  scarto  or  linters,  amounted  to  209,082 
bales  of  478  pounds,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     This  compares  with, a  total  of  235,000 
bales  ginned  during  September  1934.    Of _ this  year ' s  ginnings,  3,937  bales 
were  of  the  Sokellaridis  and  202,451  bales  of  other  varieties,  compared 
with  8,000  bales  of  Sakellaridis  and  224,000  bales  of  other  varieties 
during  the  corresponding  month  last  year.     Total  ginnings  during  the  1934- 
35  season  amounted  to  1,566,000  bales. 
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FRUIT,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

Netherlands  ap-ole  cro-p  damaged 

.  Apple  and  pear  crops  in  the  Netherlands  are  reported  as  having 
suffered  severe  storm  damage  in  September,  according  to  Consul  Homer  Brett 
at  Rotterdam.  ■  An  average  loss  of  about  45  percent  is  estimated  for  the 
country  as  a  whole,  with  some  areas  reporting  aim cat  complete  loss  of  the 
crop.    As  a  result,,  supplies  of  domestic  apples  ere  expected  to  be  off 
the  market  by  the  end  of  January,  which  is  about  a  month  earlier  than 
usual.     It  is  anticipated,  therefore,  that  the  Netherlands  market  for 
American  apples  will  be  somewhat  more  favorable  this. year  than  last, 

Cuba  has  larger  winter  vegetable  acreage        .  1 

The  Cuban  winter  vegetable  acreage  for  1935-36  is  somewhat  larger 
than  in  1934-35,  according  to  Consul  Sheridan  Talbott  at  Havana.  Provided 
weather  conditions  continue  favorable,  vegetable  exports  in  1935-36  are 
expected  to  exceed  those  of  the  preceding  season.     The  new  season's  ship- 
ments are  expected  to  start  about  November  1, 

Exports  of  Cuban  fresh  vegetables  to  the  United  Stages  rea.ched 
53,000,000  pounds  in  the  9  months  ended  September  30,  1935,  against 
4S, 700, 000  po-unds  in  the  corresponding  1934  period.    The  1935  figures 
represent  the  bulk  of  the  movement  under  the  new  American  import  duties 
provided  in  the  trade  agreement  with  Cuba,  which  became  effective  in 
September  1934.    Tomatoes  continued  to  represent  the  bulk  of  the  movement 
of  Cuban  fresh  vegetables  to  American  markets,  followed  by  eggplant  and 
peppers.    A  considerable  increase  occurred  in  the  exports  of  potatoes  in 
1935.     See  table  below.

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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  HOGS  AND  PORK  a/ 
Reduced  supplies  and  relatively  high  prices  are  the  outstanding 
features  of  the  current  international  hog  and  pork  situation,  according 
to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  Coincident 
with  the  unusually  small  American  hog  numbers,  the  low  point  appears  to 
have  been  reached  or  is  being  approached  in  the  hog  production  cycles  of 
leadirig  European  producing  countries,  with  increased  breeding  operations 
in  prospect. 

American  exports  of  pork  products  are  now  smaller  than  in  many 
years.    .The  downward  tendency  of  recent  years  has  been  accelerated  by  the 
growth  of  restrictions  on  imports  imposed  by  most  importing  countries. 
Since  the  summer  of  1934,  however,  reduced  domestic  supplies  resulting  large- 
ly from  drought  losses,   together  with  sharp  increases  in  prices,  have  been 
the  leading  factors  in  the  decline  of  American  exports.     Exports  are  ex- 

t 

pected  to  continue  in  reduced  volume  until  the  early  part  of  the  1936-37 
marketing  season. 

The  decline  in  lard  exports  during  the  last  year  ha.s  been  relatively 
greater  than  the  decline  in  pork  exports.    Prior  to  the  development  of  the 
current  scarcity  in  export  supplies  the  virtual  closing  of  the  German 
market  to  American  lard  was  the  chief  reason  -for  -the  -smaller  movement. 
Czechoslovakia,  another  important  importer,-  -made  trade  -agreements  -with 
nearby  countries  which  '-ere  unfavorable  to  American  lard,  as  were  the  im- 
port restrictions  maintained  by  Belgium,  Netherlands , and  other  -countries.

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Most  of  the  restrictions  on  lard,  inports  were  originated  and  ex- 
tended during  the  recent  years  when  American  lafd  was  plentiful  and  cheap. 
Under  present  conditions,  such  restrictions  tend,  to  lose  their  protective 
significance.    There  are  some  signs  of  interest  in  liberalizing  somewhat 
the  import  restrictions  notf  in  effect,  but  in  Germany,  formerly  second  only 
to  Great  Britain  as  a  market  for  American  lard,  there  are  no  indications  of 
a  trade  policy  more  favorable  to  the  American  product. 

In  pork,  the  British  import  quotas  continue  as  the  outstanding 

foreign  restriction  affecting  American  exaor.t  products.    A  year  ago  the 

quotas  were  actually  limiting  the  export  movement  of  American  goods.  In 

recent  months,  the  volume  of  American  pork  seeking  an  outlet  in  Great 

Britain  has  tended  to  fall  below  the  quotas.    The  doubtful  success  of  the 

British  program  as  a  stimulant  to  domestic  hog  production  has  given  rise 

to  the  consideration  of  more  liberal  imports  under  a  system  of  import  duties 

favoring  British  Empire  countries'.     It  will  be  at  least  a  year,  however, 

before  the  United  States  will  be  in  a  position  to  benefit  materially  from 

such  a  policy.   

World  hog  numbers 

Hog  numbers  in  1936  reached  the  lowest  level  of  the  p&et  P  or  10 
years.    Hot  only  are  numbers  in  the  principal  western  European  surplus 
producing  countries. only  moderately  above  early  post-war  levels  tut  numbers 
in  Germany  are  also  small.     In  the  United  States  hog  numbers  are  now  lower 
than  they  have  been  for  about  50  years.    Numbers  in  Canada  at  the  be- 
ginning of  1935  showed  an  increase  of  2  percent  above  1934  but  were  still 
14  percent  smaller  than  in  1932.    On  the  other  hand  there  has  boon  an  in- 
crease in  numbers  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Irish  free  State  since  1933  aud 
numbers  in  Poland  and  Hungary  are  probably  still  fairly  large. 
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It  now  appears  that  the  lowest  level  of  hog  numbers  was  reached 
in  the  summer  of  1935  and  that  an  upturn  is  in  prospect.    Mid-summer  es- 
timates of  numbers  in  the  European  countries  reporting  show  increases  in 
the  number  of  sows  or  in  the  number  bred.    In  the  United  States  there  was 
an  increase  of  19  percent  to  3,175,000  in  the  number  of  sows  indicated  to 
farrow  during  the  period  June  1  to  December  1,  1935,  from  breeding  intention 
reports.     In  Canada  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  to  farrow  in  the 
winter  and  spring  of  1934-35. 

The  total  number  of  hogs  in  the  9  European  surplus  and  deficit 
countries  reporting  so  far  for  the  summer  of  1935  was  36,150,000,  a  re- 
duction of  5  percent  compared  with  a  year  earlier  and  the  smallest  numbers 
reported  in  these  countries  in  the  past  6  yea.rs  (see  table,  page  552). 
The  decrease  as  compared  with  a  year  ago,  however,  was  practically  all 
in  G-ermany  and  Czechoslovakia,    The  number  in  Denmark  remained  on  the  low 
level  of  recent  months,  whereas  there  were  increases  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
Irish  Free  State,  and  Hungary,    The  spring  pig  crop  of  1935  in  the  United 
States  showed  a  decrea.se  of  20  percent  below  the  very  small  crop  of  1933, 

Hog  numbers  in  31  countries  reporting  in  1934,  excluding  Russia, 
were  estimated  at  140,000,000,  a  decrease  of  1  percent  below  the  2  pre- 
ceding years,  but  were  still  above  the  averages  for  1921-1925  and  1926-1930. 
The  only  important  countries  showing  increases  in  1934  were  Russia,  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  Germany  (see  ta.ble,  page  548), 

World  hog  numbers  averaged  285,000,000  for  the  5-year  period 
1926-1930  compared  with  255,000,000  in  the  5-year  period  1921-1925  and 
266,000,000  in  the  5  years  1909-1913. 

International  hog  and  pork  trade,  1935 

Increased  live  hog  exports  from  6  surplus  producing  countries 
were  a  feature  of  the  European  trade  in  hogs  and  pork  products  during 
the  first  half  of  1935.     Live  hog  movement  this  year  was  about  14  per- 
cent heavier  than  in  1934,  during  the  first  half  of  which  live  hog  ex- 
ports were  20  percent  below  the  compa.raJble  1933  movement.    While  all  of 
the  6  countries  except  Denmark  reported  larger  hog  exports,  the  greatest 
increase  occurred  in  the  exports  of  Danube  Basin  hogs  to  Czechoslovakia 
and  Austria,  which  were  53  percent  larger  than  in  1934.    Much  of  this  in- 
crease is  attributable  to  the  Czechoslovak  tariff  rales  which  favor  imports 
of  live  hogs  as  against  imports  of  hog  products.     The  Czechoslovak  inter- 
est in  imported  hogs  appears  to  have  strengthened  as  1935  advanced  and 
domestic  marketings  tended  downward. 

Exports  of  hog  products  from  the  European  surplus  producing  coun* 
tries  during  the  first  half  of  1935  continued  to  be  below  the  correspond* 
ing  period  of  last  year.     The  quantity  exported  from  6  countries  was 
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376,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  8  percent  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1934,     The  decline  in  exports  between  the  first  6  months  of 
1933  and  1934,  however,  was  32  percent,    Danish  exports  of  hog  products, 
principally  to  the  United  Kingdom,  for  the  first  6  months  of  1935 
amounted  to  only  232,000,000  pounds  end  were  12  percent  below  the  same 
period  a  year  earlier.    Bacon  shipments  were  14  percent  smaller  than 
a  year  ago.     There  was,  however,  an  increase  of  19  percent  in  lard  ship- 
ments. 

Exports  of  hog  products  from  the  Netherlands  showed  a  reduction  of 
27  percent  to  47,000,000  pounds  for  the  first  half  of  1935,    The  only  item 
showing  an  increase  was  lard,  which  was  12  percent  larger  than  for  the 
same  period  of  1934,     Exports  of  pork  and  lard  from  the  Irish  Eree  State 
increased  7,000,000  pounds  or  29  percent,  whereas  the  quantity  exported 
from  Hungary,  principally  lard  and  fat  backs,   increased  to  29,000,000 
pounds  and  was  almost  5  times  as  large  as  exports  for  the  sajne  period  a 
year  earlier.    During  that  period  7,000,000  pounds  went  to  the  London  mar- 
ket.    Deliveries  of  unrendered  fat  sides  to  Czechoslovakia,  on  the  basis 
of  the  new  trade  agreement  are  also  in  progress  but  the  largest  quantities 
still  go  to  Germany. 

United  States  exports  of  hog  products  in  the  f  irjpt  half  of  1935 
amounted  to  only  155,000,000  pounds,  or  a  little  less  than  40  percent  of 
exports  in  the  same  period  of  1934,     In  contrast  with  the  United  States, 
Canadian  exports  of  hog  products  were  larger  in  the  first  half  of  1935  than 
in  the  same  period  of  1934,    Exports  of  pork  and  lard  reached  83,186,000 
during  the  first  6  months  of  1935,  an  increase  of  14  percent  above  1935, 
Bacon,  the  most  important  item,  most  of  which  goes  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
showed  an  increa.se  of  4  percent,    Eresh  pork  exports  increased  35  percent. 
There  was  a  striking  increase  in  lard  exports  to  more  than  6,000,000  pounds 
against  less  than  1,000,000  pounds  in  1934,    All  of  the  lard  went  to  Great 
Britain,  being  attracted  by  the  generally  light  supplies  and  high  prices. 

The  two  principal,  deficit  hog  and  pork  producing  countries  of 
Europe  imported  only  631,000,000  pounds  of  hog  and  pork  products  in  the 
first  half  of  1935,  a  reduction  of  22  percent  a.s  compa.red  with  the  same 
6  months  of  1934,    There  was  a  reduction  of  19  percent  in  British  imports 
and  of  48  percent  in  those  of  Germany.     In  both  cases,  import  control 
made  an  effective  contribution  to  the  reduced  figures,  especially  in 
Germany,    These  measures  had  succeeded  in  reducing  the  1934  imports  below 
those  of  1933,  but  this  year  the  smaller  available  foreign  supplies  also 
were  a  factor  in  the  reduced  imports.    As  supplies  from  non-Empire  countries 
have  been  curtailed  through  quotas  or  otherwise,  the  British  market  has 
continued  to  receive  considerably  increased  quantities  of  Empire  pork 
products.

United  States 

Current  market  supplies  of  hogs  in  the  United  States  are  the  smallest  in  ■ 
many  years.     The  decline  in  numbers  experienced  in  1934  resulted  in  hogs  on 
tarms  as  of  January  1,  1935,   standing  at  only  37,000,000  head.     That  fiaire  was 
the  smallest  m  at  least  45  years  and  represented  a  decline  of  about  35~perccnt 
irom  the  corresponding  figure  for  January  1,  1933,  the  last  high  Doint  in  the 
hog-production  cycle.  * 
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TEE  TORLD  SITUATION  IN  HOGS  AND  PORK,  CONT'D 

The. number  of  hogs  over  six  months  of  age  on  farms  as  of  June  1,  1935 » 
from  which  number  most  of  the  hogs  slaughtered  during  the  remainder  of  the 
present  marketing  year  will  be  secured,  was  also  unusually  small.  Inspected 
slaughter  of  recent  months  has  been  less  than  2,000,000  head  per  month  against 
the  more  usual  summer  monthly  figures  of  3,000,000  head  or  more.    For  the  first 
8  months^ of  1935,  total  inspected  slaughter  amounted  to  only  17,171,000  head 
against  3l|821,O0O  head  in  the  corresponding  months  of  193^.    Indications  are 
for  the  continuation  of  the  reduced  rate  of  slaughter  during  most  of  193 6. 

It  is  anticipated  that  there  Vail  be  a  recovery  in  total  hog  numbers 
during  the  next  two  years.    The  rate  of  recovery,  however,  will  depend  consider- 
ably upon  the  volume  of  feedstuffs  available,  particularly  corn,  and  the  price 
relations  prevailing  between  hogs  and  corn.    Hog  prices  during  September  averaged 
$10.95  per  100  pounds  at  Chicago  against  $6.82  in  September  193^»    The  average 
price  of  No.  3  Yellow  Corn  at  Chicago  in  September  stood  at  $1.49  per  100  pounds 
against  $1.43  a  year  earlier. 

Present  and  prospective  market  supplies  of  hogs  during  193 6  suggest. a 
continued  unfavorable  export  position  for  United  States  pork  products.    So  far 
in  1935  the  reduced  current  production  and  unusually  low  storage  stocks,  together 
•with  some  recovery  in  domestic  demand,  have  resulted  in  a  price  position  decidedly 
unattractive  to  foreign  buyers.    This  situation  may  be  expected  to  continue  until 
a  marked  recovery  has  occurred  in  the  domestic  production  program. 

Supplies  of  cured  pork  available  for  export  have  been  taken  principally 
by  the  United  Kingdom.    So  far  the  higher  American  prices  have  not  interfered 
with  the  filling  of  the  import  quota  allotted  to  the  United  States  by  Great 
Britain.    Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced,  however,  in  filling  the  quota 
for  fresh  and  frozen  pork.    More  or  less  usual  quantities  of  cured  pork  have 
been  available  for  export  to  Cuba  and  Canada,  although  at  considerably  advanced 
prices. 


In  lard  the  high  prices  quoted  for  the  American  product  have  had  the 
effect  of  stimulating  exports  from  other  producing  countries.    ±he  unusually 
large  movement  from  Canada  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  Danubian  countries, 
has  been  a  result  of  the  shortage  in  the  United  States.    The  general  sharp  de- 
cline in  American  exports  of  pork  products  during  1935  resulted  in  lard  exports 
for  the  period  January-August  totaling  only  76,423,000  pounds.    The  correspond- 
ing 1934  figure  was  336,952,000  pounds.    Reductions  in  the  monthly  export-  figures 
wore  beginning  to  appear  late  in  193^>  when  drought  losses  among  hogs  began  to  be 
-elt  and  prices  started  to  advance.    Total  exports  in  I93U  were  26.4  percent  below 
the  1933  figures.    The  decline  in  that  year  was  traceable  largely  to  foreign 
restrictions  on  imports.    In  1935 »  while  such  restrictions  generally  were  still 
as  severe  as  in  193^,  the  shortage  in  American  production  was  the  chief  factor 
Naking  for  smaller  export  figures. 
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The  reduced  export  supplies  of  lard  are  .clearly  illustrated  by  the  sharp 
1935  reduction  in  exports  to  Great  Britain*  an  unrestricted  market.  Exports 
of  lard  to  that  country  in  the  first  eight  months  of  1935  totaled  only  5O,H6H,000 
pounds  against- 211,820,000  pounds  in  the  comparable  193^  period.    The  movement 
to  Germany,  already  .materially  reduced  in  193^  as  a  resiJ.lt  of  the  current  German 
policy  of  barter  trade, . fell  to  only  685,000  pounds  in  the  1935'period  against 
2^,771,000  pounds  a  year  earlier.     In  1935  direct  exports  to  the  Netherlands  prac- 
tically ceased,  after  having  fallen  sharply  in  193^.    Formerly,  the  Netherlands  was 
among  the. first  three  or  four  foreign  markets  for  American  lard,  but  import 
restrictions  in  193^  reduced  total  direct  exports  to  the  Netherlands  to  about  one 
fourth  the  1933  volume. 

Cuba  is  the.  only  important  export'  market  for  American  lard  showing 
increased  takings  in  1935*    Exports  to  Cuba  in  the  January- Augus t ,  1935*  period 
advanced  to  19,730,000  pounds  against  13, 5^5 s 000  pounds  in  the  corresponding 
193  H  period,  and  there  has  been  no  downward  tendency  in  recent  months  despite 
higher  prices.    The  movement  of  lard  to  Cuba  so  far  this  year  has  been  the 
largest  of  any  comparable  period  since  193  !•    The  improved  business  became 
evident  immediately  after  the  current  trade  agreement  with  Cuba  became  effective 
on  September  3»  193*+,  when  lower  Cuban  import  duties  were  applied  and  further 
reductions  provided  for. 

The  decline  in  American  cured  pork  exports  incidental  to  the  British 
import-control  program  continued  into  1935 »    ln  hams  and  shoulders  total  exports 
in  the  first  8  months  of  1935  stood  at  Ho, 857,000  pounds  against  kf t 380, 000 
pounds  in  the  comparable  193^  period.    The  1935  movement  to  Great  Britain,  which 
accounted  for  about  SU  percent  of  the  total,  amounted  to  35*^98,000  pounds 
against  Hi, 5^0, 000  pounds  in  the  comparable  193H  months.     Cuba  is  the  second 
largest  market  for  American  export  hams  and  the  1935  movement  to  that  country 
increased  to  2,Hl3,000  pounds  against  1,778,000  pounds  a  year  earlier.    As  in 
lard,  the  increase  set  in  following  the  new  trade  agreement.    In  bacon,  total 
exports  so  far  this  year  have  reached  only  H, 815,000  pounds  against  the  relatively 
small  8-month  figure  for  193H  of  lH,028,000  pounds.    Since  1933,  Great  Britain, 
formerly  the  leading  foreign  market  for  a  substantial  amount  of  American  export 
bacon,  has  been  second  to  Cuba  in  that  trade. 

Since  the  imposition  of  the  restrictions  on  cured-pork  imports  into  Great 
Britain,  American  shippers  have  tended  toward  filling  the  American  quota  almost  1 
exclusively  with  ham  shipments.    As  a  result,  the  1935  8-month  exports  of  bacon 
to  Great  Britain  amounted  to  only  850,000  pounds  against  a  comparable  193  H  fig^6 
of  lH, 028, 000  pounds.     In  1933  and  193H  this  tendency  away  from  bacon  was  largely 
because  of  the  relatively  greater  returns  obtainable  for  ham.     In  1935  that  condi- 
tion also  prevailed,  bub  in  addition,  the  shortage  of  American  bacon  cuts  resulted 
in  a  price  position  unattractive  to  British  buyers  of  American-type  bacon.  The 
position  of  American  ham  in  the  British  market,'  on  the  other  hand,  is  such  as  to 
command  considerably  higher  prices  for  quantities  at  least  large  enough  to  fill 
the  American  quota  so  far  this  year. 
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.  In  fresh  pork,  the  reduced  American  supplies  have  made  impossible  the 
maintenance  of  the  increased  volume  of  export  "business  developed  in  1934.  Total 
exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork,  principally  loins,  amounted  to  only  8,799,000 
pounds  during  the-  first  8  months  of  1935  against  25,330,000  pounds  in  the  corre- 
sponding 1934  period.     The  sharp  increase  of  1934  in  fresh  pork  exports  was  almost 
entirely' the  result  of  British  market  developments  where  carers'  demands  left  an 
opening  for  fresh  pork.     There  was  also  considerable  business,  under  quota,  in 
fresh  pork  intended  for  curing  in  Great  Britain.     The  movement  of  American  fresh 
pork  in    1934  to  countries  other  than  Great  Britain  showed  little  variation  from 
the  trade  of  other  recent  years. 

.    Despite  the  relatively  high  prices  for  hogs  and  pork  now  prevailing 
in  the  United  States,  this  country  has  not  attracted  imported  supplies  of 
any  consequence.    The  import  duty  on  live  hogs  other  than  breeding  stock  is 
$2.00  per  100-pounds.     The  rate  on  fresh  pork  is  $2.50  per  lOOpounds,  on 
bacon  and  hams,  $3.25,  and  on  lard,  $3.00  per  100  pounds.     In  addition,  these 
imports  must  pay  their  share  of  the  processing  tax  of  $2.25  per  head. 
Canada  is  the  only  significant  potential  source  of  such  .imports . into  the 
United  States.    So  far  the  Canadian  and  British  markets  hpve  accounted  for 
practically  all  of  the  Canadian  available  supplies.

Hog  numbers  in  Canada  moved  downward  from  1931  to  1934.     Figures  for 
June  1935  are  not  yet  available,  but  they  may  show  a  slight  increase  over 
those  of  last  year.     Feed  costs  were  high  in  Canada,  as  well  as  in  the  United 
States,  during  1934,  and  slaughter  figures  for  the  year  were  among  the  highest 
on  record.     The  reduced  rate  of  increase  in  exports  of  cured  pork  to  Great 
Britain  during  1935  is  a  good  indication  of  the  probability. that,  during  the 
past  year  Canada  has  experienced  no  material  increase  in  pork  production 
resources.    Of  the  few  hogs  exported  from  Canada,  only  a  small  share  has  been 
reaching  the  United  States  since  1930.    Most  of  such  exports,  have  been  going 
to  Newfoundland  and  the  nearby  French  islands  of  St.  Pierre,  and  Miquelon. 

For  the  first  8  months  of  1935,  inspected  hog  slaughter,  in.  Canada  stood 
at  1,843,000  head  against  1,881,000  head  in  the  corresponding  19.34  period* 
Total  exports  of  bacon  and  ham  to  Great  Britain  reached  84., 351 ,000.  p.ounds  in 
the  first  7  months  of  1935,  an  increase  of  only  3  percent  oyer.  ,the  comparable 
1934  figure.    That  increase  was  much  smaller  than  the  advance,  of,  1934  figures 
over  those  of  1933,  when  the  export  movement  was  nearly  doubled  in  one  year. 
The  movement  to  Great  Britain  accounts  for  nearly  all.  of  the.  Canadian  export 
trade.     This  year's  movement  to  the  United  States  has  remained  close  to  the 
limited  1934  volume.     The  small  Canadian  fresh  pork  export  business  with  the 
United  States  expanded  to  nearly  2,000,000  pounds  for  the.  first  7  months  of  1935 
against  only  92,000  pounds  a  year  earlier.    Canadian  lard  exports  have  reached  an 
unusually  large  volume  this  year  as  a  result  of  the  scarcity  of  the  American 
product.

•  Denmark 


The  control  of  hog  production  in  Denmark  continues  to  hold  supplies  in 
line  with  market  requirements.    According  to  the  hog  census  figures  now  reported 
every  6  weeks,  the  low  point  in  numbers  was  reached  last  July,  when  the  total 
stood  at  3,025,000  head.     That  figure  was  slightly  below  the  corresponding  1934 
total,  and  31  percent  below  comparable  1933  figures.     During  the  year  ended 
July  1935  there  was  an  upward  tendency  in  the  number  of  brood  sows.  August 
figures  for  sows  v/erj  somewhat  lower  than  in  July  but  total  hog  figures  wore  up 
to  3,166,000,  the  largest  since  March  1934,  and  3.5  percent  above  the  July  1934 
total.    The  August  1935  numbers  of  brood  sows  were  7.8  percent  larger  than  the 
July  1934  figures. 

Dependence  upon  Great  Britain  for  a  market  for  bacon  renders  Denmark 
particularly  susceptible  to  the  effects  of  changes  in  British  policy.  Denmark 
experts  over  80  percent  of  the  total  hog  production  in  the  form  of  bacon,  prac- 
tically all  of  it  going  to  Great  Britain.     For  the  past  3  years  Denmark  has 
been  regulating  the  marketing  of  hogs  to  meet  a  progressively  shrinking  outlet 
as  represented  by  smaller  British  import  quotas.

Eor  a  large  part  of  the  past  3  years,   the  returns  per  hog  to  Danish  farmers  I 
resulting  from  controlled  marketing  were  so  improved  as  to  offset  considerably 
the  cut  in  marketable  supplies.     In  recent  months,  however,  there  has  been  consida> 
able  agitation  for  measures  calculated  to  further  improve  the  price  of  Danish  hogs,, 
particularly  in  view  of  advances  in  feed  costs.     The  recent  proposals  to  increase 
the  British  import  quotas  have  not  been  popular  in  Denmark  on  the  ground  that  en- 
larged imports  might  result  in  lower  prices.     It  is  felt,  also,   that  the  proposed 
duties  on  the  larger  volume  imported  would  be  an  additional  depressing  factor. 

Bacon  exports  from  Denmark  during  the  period  January- August ,  1935,  reached 
a  total  of  297,138,000  pounds  against  339,858,000  pounds  in  the  comparable  1934 
period.     The  percentage  decline  is  closely  in  line  with  the  reductions  made  in  t| 
British  import  quota.      In  view  of  the  announced  reductions  in  quotas  for  the 
last  3  months  of  1935,  Danish  exports  for  the  whole  year  should  amount  to  about 
425,000,000  pounds.    That  figure  would  be  12  percent  below  the  1934  total  and  41  | 
percent  under  average  exports  for  the  5  years  1929  to  1933. 

Prior  to  1935,  -  Denmark  held  a  minor  position  in  the  international  lard 
trade.     Germany  has  usually  taken  most  of  the  lard  available  for  export  from 
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Denmark,  but  the  quantity  involved  never  represented  more  than  a  small  frac- 
tion of  Germany's  purchases  of  American  lard.     In  1932,  when  Danisn  hog  pro- 
duction and  slaughter  were  at  a  high  point,  total  lard  exports  for  the  year 
amounted  to  only  53,30-5,000  pounds.     In  1934,  Danish  lard  exports  were  less 
than  half  the  1932  total,  and  for  the  first  8  months  of  1935  them  amounted 
to  only  15,101,000  pounds  against  18,551,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  1934 
period.     This  year,  however,  these  limited  exports  have  accounted  for  about  57 
percent  of  the  lard  being  imported  into  Germany.

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The  successive  reductions  in  British  bacon  import  quotas  brought 
the  1934  total  of  Netherlands,  escorts  down  to  a  point  about  43  percent 
below  the  high  level  reached  in  1932.    For  the  first  3  months  of  193o, 
such  exports'amounted'  to  40,150,000  pounds  against  45,735,000  pounds  in 
the  corresponding  1934  period.     Exports  to  Germany  also  have  declined  in 
recent  years,  but  in  1934  the  business  with  Germany  accounted  for  about 
27  percent  of  the  total  exports  against  25  percent  of  the  19o2  total. 
The  Netherlands  export  business  in  lard  also  has  declined  sharply  m  re- 
cent years.  ■•     .         ,'  '  •  ;    '  . 

United  Kingdom  :;  ■*'■■■•' .. 

The  British  cured-ncrk  import  quota  system  in  effect  since  November 
1932  has  reduced  imports  of  such  products  by  about  37  percent.     The  quotas 
have  caused  material  readjustments  in  the  hog-production  programs  of, at 
least  six  countries  in  northwestern  Europe,   since  their  export  surpluses 
were  built  up  primarily  to  supply  the  British  market.     In  Denmark  tne 
chief  source  of  British  imports  of  cured  pork,  the  effectso,  tne  quotas 
have  been  particularly  far"  reaching ,  in  view  of  the  large  proportion  of 
total  production  marketed  in  Great  Britain.     The  quota  system  affects., 
relatively  small  part  of  the  American  pork  output,  but  it  is  still  oi  con- 
siderable significance,   since  the  United  Kingdom  continues  bp  be  the  lead- 
ing export  market  for  American  pork  products.  ' 

Control  of  imports  was  undertaken  by  Great  Britain  primarily  in  the 
interest  of  domestic  hog  producers  and  secondarily  in  the  interest  of  pro- 
ducers in  Empire  countries.     The  fact  that  hog  numbers  in  Great  Britain  in- 
creased from  3,507,000  head  in  June  1933  to  4,525,000  head  on  the  correspond- 
ing date  of  1935  suggests  that  the  import  control  program  has  been  oi  some 
benefit  to  British  producers. 

Increased  receipts  from  Empire  countries  have  been  an  outstanding 
feature  of  the  trade  in  recent  years.     In  1934  such  receipts^represented 
17  percent  of  the  total  imports  against  4  percent  in  193<*.     Canada  nas 
been  the  chief  beneficiary  with  respect  to  imports  of  Empire  cured  pork. 
From  1932  to  1934  imports  from  Canada  increased  over  three  times.  Oer 
tain  Empire  countries,  notably  New  Zealand,  have  benefited  also  from  the 
more. favorable  British  market  for  fresh  pork  resulting  from  the  increased 
utilization  of  British  hogs  by  bacon  factories. 

In  connection  with  domestic  production,  however,  there  isconsider- 
able  evidence  indicating  that , the  present' system  is  not  encouraging  in- 
creased  numbers  to  the  degree  required  if  prices  to  consumers  are  .not  to  £e 
maintained  at  too  high  a  level.     This  situation  has  prompted  consideration 
of  a  more  liberal  import  policy,  which  might  enlarge  gradually  existing 
quotas  and  inaugurate  a  system  of  import  duties.    Under  tne  latter  system, 
pork  from  Empire  countries  would  be  granted  preferential  rates,  with  tne 
income  from  all 'of  the  duties  being  used  to  assist  domestic  producers. 
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Under  the  terms  of  existing  trade  agreements ,  however,  Great  Britain  is  pre- 
vented from  applying  import  dutic. ,  at  least  until  April  1936,  unless  the 
consent  of  the  countries  .affected  can  be  secured  before  that  date. 

Under  the  present  British  hog  marketing  control  organization,  hog 
producers  interested  in  supplying  animals  for  the  production  of  cured  pork 
are  required  to  make  contracts  with  curing  plants  for  delivery  of  animals 
during  specified  periods.     The  estimated  volume  of  pork  production  procur- 
able from  animals  unc'er  contract  forms  the  basis  for  the  periodic  adjust- 
ments in  the  total  volume  of  cured  pork  imported  under  the  quota  system* 
Uncertainty  with  respect  to  the  number  of  hogs  available  for  curers  has 
been  one  of  the  less  satisfactory  phases  of  the  British  marketing  plan. 
An  outstanding  reason  for  the  uncertainty  has  been  the  competition  between 
the  fresh  and  cured  pork  markets  for  available  hogs.    Prior  to  the  imposi- 
tion of  the  quota  system,  most  of  the  British-grown  hogs  were  disposed  of 
as  fresh  pork.     To  date,  numbers  have  not  increased  sufficiently  to  insure 
the  supplying  of  both  outlets  at  prices  low  engugh  to  maintain  normal  rates 
of  consumption. 

The  recently  announced  import  quota  covering  the  period  October- 
December  1935  represents  a  reduction  of  about  14  percent  below  the  quota  for 
the  correspondong  period  of  1934  and  of  13  percent  below  actual  imports  in 
the  1934  period.     This  percentage  decline  is  based  on  a  total  quota  of 
144,698,000  pounds  as  against  the  tentative  quota  of  140,514,000  pounds 
published  in  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  for  September  30.     The  current 
quota  represents  also  the  smallest  rate  of  imports  reached  since  the  im- 
position of  the  quota  system.     On  a  monthly  basis,  quotas  in  effect  since 
early  1933  have  tended  downward  steadily  with  minor  increases  over  pre- 
ceding quotas  occurring  in  only  two  instances.     See  table  below.     The  cur- 
rent rate  of  monthly  imports  undc  r  quota  represents  a  decline  of  47  per- 
cent from  the  rate  established  under  the  first  quota  imposed  in  1932.

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Available  information  indicates  a  fairly  consistent  tendency  for 
exporting  countries  to  over ship  the  quota  allotments*    This  tendency  is 
illustrated  "by' the  figures  for  1933  and  1934  in  the  second  table  on  the 
preceding  page.    If  1934  and  1935  figures  for  all  quota  countries  were 
available,  the  tendency  toward  excess  shipments  would  be  clearer. 

Under  the  quota  system  prices  of  all  cured  pork  in  British  markets 
rose  fairly  consistently  from  1932  to  1934.     In  the  case  of  Danish  Wiltshire 
sides,  which  represent  the  largest  single  Import  item,  the  average  Liverpool 
quotation  for  1034  was  more  then  double  the  average  for  1932.    During  cer- 
tain periods  in  1934  and  1935  prices  have  averaged  up  to  $20  and  $21  per 
hundred  pounds.    Those  figures  represent  a  sterling  equivalent  of  around 
90  shillings  per  hundredweight.    Observations  of  the  British  market  have 
indicated  that  the  latter  figure  is  the  point  at  which  serious  consumer 
resistance  with  respect  to  bacon  is  likely  to  develop.     Indications  so  far 
have  been  that  prices  under  90  shillings  per  hundredweight  are  not  great 
enough  to  encourage  domestic  hog  production  to  the  degree  necessary  to  in- 
sure the  successful  operation  of  the  current  hog  scheme.     This  point  has 
been  one  of  the  outstanding  considerations  in  connection  with  proposals 
to  liberalize  import  quotas  on  an  import-duty  basis.

Since  March  1933  the  United  States  has  been  allotted  8.1  percent  of 
the  total  import  quota  for  cured  -ocrk.    During  1933  this  allotment  resulted 
in  an  increase  of  imports  from  the  United    States  over  the  unusually  small 
1932  figures.     Since  1933  the  allotment  to  the  United  States  has  represented 
progressively  declining  quantities,   in  line  with  the  general • quota  policy* 
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See  table,  page  576,  for  the  current  American  quota  of  cured  pork.     This  doe 
not  include  the  American  quota  of  fresh  pork  imported  for  curing  in  Great 
Britain.     That  quota  has  not  been  filled  in  recent  months.  ? 

American  ham  has  always  enjoyed  a  more  favorable  competitive  position 
in  the  British  market  than  has  American  Bacon.     During  the  pre-quota  years, 
American  ham  was  better  able  to.)  resist  the  serious  competition  offered  by 
increasing  supplies  of  continental  European  cured  pork  than  was  American 
bacon.    Under'  the  quota  system  the  American  share  tended  toward  a  larger  pro 
portion  of  ham  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  product  represented  a  relative- 
ly greater  return  to  producers  for  the  limited  volume  of  business  available 
than  did  bacon.    At  present  the  American  quota  is  being  filled  almost  ex- 
clusively with  ham.     The  price  position  of  American  ham  in  the  British  mar- 
ket has  improved  consistently  in  recent  years.     Average  quotations  in 
Liverpool  during  1934  were  76  percent  higher  than  in  1932  for  American  short 
cut  green  hams.    During  most  of  1935  monthly  average  quotations  were  higher 
than  those  of  similar  months  in  the  preceding  year.     In  August  1935  the 
average  stood  at  $23.29  per  hundred  pounds,  the  highest  for  any  month  since 
July  1930.    Most  of  the  price  increase  has  resulted  from  the  progressive 
reduction  in  supplies  under  the  t erms  of  the  quota.     In  recent  months, 
however,  the  reduced  volume  of  American  production  has  been  an  important 
factor.

Great  Britain  is  the  world's  largest  single  market  for  imported 
.lard.     An  import  duty  of  10  percent  ad  valorem  is  levied  on  lard,  but  that 
rate  is  non-restrictive  and  represents  no  effort  to  limit  imports.  Under 
present  conditions  of  short  supplies  available  for  export  in  the  United 
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States,  the  British  market  is  attracting  lard  from  many  countries  which 
formerly  displayed  little  or  no  interest  in  that  market*    Unusually  large 
quantities  of  lard  have  "been  received  during  1935  from  the  Danube  Basin, 
Canada,  Argentina, . and  other  countries.    Prior  to  1934  the  United  States 
supplied  about  92  peraent  of  the  total  lard  imported  into  Great  Britain. 
For  the  first  8  months  of  1935  only  5S  percent  of  the  total  originated  in 
the  United  States.    The  conditions  now  prevailing  have  resulted  in  un- 
usually small  total  monthly  imports  of  lard  into  Great  Britain,  with  re- 
ceipts from  the  United  States  in  August  1935  reaching  only  slightly  more 
than  700,000  pounds  against  the  usual  monthly  figures  nf  over  20,000,000 
pounds.    Daring  practically  all  of  1935,  lard  prices  at  Liverpool  have  been 
more  than  trice  as  high  as  in  the  corresponding  1934  months.    The  highest 
monthly  average  price  since  the  war  was  registered  in  August  1935,  when 
refined  lard  at  Liverpool  stood  at  more  than  $17  per  hundred  pounds.

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THE  WOULD  SITUATION  IN  HOGS  AND  PORK,  CONT'D 

Germany 

The  German  effort  to  become  more  self-sufficient  with  respect  to 
lard  has  been  modified  considerably  in  the  last  year.     Stimulation  of 
hog  production  during  1933  and  early  1934  as  a  source  of  fat  resulted  in 
burdensome  meat  supplies  and  low  hog  prices.     As  1934  advanced,  high  feed 
costs  became  a  limiting  factor  in  the  hog  program.     Total  numbers  reached 
a  relatively  high  level  in  September  1934  at  25,047,000  head,  but  the 
September  1935  census  showed  total  numbers  to  be  9.7  percent  below  those 
of  a  year  earlier.     The  1933-34  effort  in  Germany  to  increase  domestic 
animal  fat  supplies  through  larger  hog  numbers  demonstrated  the  economic 
inadvisability  of  such  measures  in  that  country. 

As  the  German  foreign  exchange  position  became  less  favorable  during 
1934,  the  program  of  curtailed  imports  was  reflected  sharply  in  the  re- 
duced takings  from  the  United  States.     This  decline  in  imports  of  American 
lard  was  accompanied  by  the  development  of  barter  agreements  with  Danubian 
countries,  Denmark  and  certain  other  less  important  suppliers,  all  of 
which  were  in  a  position  to  supply  limited  quantities  of  lard.     This  pro- 
gram was  well  established  before  the  current  small  American  supplies  b egan 
to  be  much  of  a  factor  in  international  lard  prices. 

Since  July  1935,  maximum  lard  prices  in  Germany  heave  been  fixed. 
The  American  supply  position,  however,  has  tended  to  push  the  international- 
price  of  lard  above  the  fixed  German  level,  with  the  result  that  a  consider- 
able share  of  the  available  European  lard  supplies  have  been  diverted  away 
from  Germany.     This  situation,  together  with  a  German  unwillingness,  or 
inability,  to  find  means  for  paying  for  fats  aside  from  those  procurable' 
through  barter,   suggests  a  supply  situation  in  the  next  few  months  approach- 
ing an  acute  shortage.     The  decline  in  lard  imports  developed  in  1934,  to- 
gether with  the  reduced  American  participation  therein,  has  been  intensified 
during  1935.  » 

The  current  minor  position  of  the  United  States  in  the  formerly  im- 
portant German  market  is  well  illustrated  by  the  table  or.  page  583.  Total 
imports  of  lard  into  Germany  for  the  period  January -August  1935  were  58  per- 
cent under  the  corresponding  1934  figures;.  Of  the  reduced  1935  total,  im- 
ports from  the  United  States  represented  only  7  percent  against  about  68 
percent  of  the  quantity  imported  in  1934.     This  year,  the  Danish  share  cf 
the  trade  amounted  to  about  58  percent  of  the  total  against  only  some  22  per- 
cent in  1934.     To  assume  their  important  1935  position,  imports  from  Denmark 
increased  nearly  22  percent  over  the  193A  level. 

The  1935  advance  in  imports  from  Hungary  represented  a  gain  of  33 
percent  over  the  1934  figures.     That  increase  places  Hungary  second  to 
Denmark  as  a  source  of  supply  with  France  in  third  place,  followed  by  the 
United  States.    France  usually  is  not  regarded  as  an  exporter  of  lard. 
While  the  unusual  conditions  now  prevailing  may  encourage  some  exporting, 
such  a  movement  may  be  viewed  as  a  temporary  effect  of  the  generally  short 
supplies  available  in  the  exporting  countries,  especially  the  United  States.

The  current  year's  German  import  trade  in  bacon  and  fatbacks  has  held  up 
relatively  better  than  the  lard  imports,  largely  because  of  continued  fairly 
close  trade  relations  with  Netherlands.    Total  imports  of  bacon  for  the  first  8 
months  of  1935  were  only  about  24  percent  below  the  corresponding  1934  figures. 
Imports  of  bacon  and  fatbacks  from  the  United  States  in  1934  compared  fairly 
favorably  with  those  of  other  recent  years,  but  the  small  1935  figures  to  August 
31  indicated  a  decline  of  over  97  percent  from  last  year's  volume.  Netherlands 
retained  its  usual  dominant  position  in  this  trade  ,-vith  Germany,  but  the  1935 
figures  show  a  drop  of  about  17  percent  below  the  1934  level.    The  larger  imports 
from  Hungary,  Spain} and  Denmark  made  up  for  only  a  small  part  of  the  reduction 
in  imports  from  Netherlands  and  the  United  States. 
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On  fresh  pork,  the  German  figures  for  the  first  8  months  of  1935 
show  a  decline  of  about  30  percent  below  the  193^  imports.    On  this  class 
also,  the  receipts  from  the  United  States  showed  a  greater  degree  of  de- 
cline from  193*+  levels  than  those  from  any"  other  source,  the  drop  amounting 
to  over  80  percent.    Smaller  receipts  from  other  sources  were  generally  dis- 
tributed, with  the  decline  in  imports  from  Denmark,  the  leading  source, 
amounting  to  more  than  l6  percent.

The  foregoing  comparison  of  the  1935  anc*  193*+  import  trade  figures 
indicates,  in  general,  a  continuation  of  the  downward  trend  in  imports  be*- 
gun  in  1933 »  when  German  hog  numbers  and  pork  production  were. relatively 
large.    Despite  the  unusual  conditions  surrounding  German  hog  production  in 
the  period  when  heavy  increases  in  lard  production  were  anticipated,  there 
is  some  evidence  of  a  certain  stabilization  of  German  hog  production  at 
levels  which  will  practically  cover  domestic  pork  requirements  but  which 
will  leave  the  usual  deficiency  in  lard. 


The  introduction  of  fixed  prices  for  feed  grains  and  of  "guiding" 
price  for  potatoes  perhaps  has  been  the  chief  stabilizing  influence.  Their 
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effectiveness  probably  was  heightened  "by  the  government's  hog  purchases  in 
1934  for  neutral  lard  production  and  for  canning,  and  "by  the  reduced  hog 
supplies  in  1935*    In  the  long  run,  these  measures  are  expected  to  smoothe 
out  the  usual  fluctuations  in  the  hog  production  cycle.    The  immediate 
effect  of  the  application  of  some  of  these  measures,  however,  has  been  to 
cause  even  wider  fluctuations  in  supplies .than  might  be  expected  under 
freer  market  conditions. 

A  further  stabilizing  influence  is  seen  in  the  marked  shift  in  pro- 
duction from  the  feed  importing  districts  of  northwest  Germany  to  the  feed 
Surplus  areas  of  northeastern  Germany,  particularly  East  Prussia.
